Locally, doves are plentiful, 
however, the “unusual” weather 
of the past few days has moved 
them around - although not out - 
of the general area. 

Throughout California 
hunting prospects are. rated 
“excellent” by officials of the 


California Department of Fish 
and Game, who report that 
breeding populations are up in 
most areas and who predict 
another season bag of more than 
four million birds. 

Last year the San Joaquin 
valley was the most productive 
geographical area in California; 
most productive counties were, 
in order: Imperial, Fresno, Kern, 
Tulare, and Riverside. 

This year’s. 46-day split 
season continues through 


Saturday, September 30. then 
reopens Saturday, November 25, 
and runs through Sunday, 
December 10. 

Daily bag and possession 
limits are 10 birds, with 20 
allowed in possession after 
opening day. Shooting hours will 
be one-half hour before sunrise 
to sunset.

the American people.” 

A system that has a built-in 
bureaucratic administrative base, 
coupled with a commission 
system for trial lawyers, a 
system that gives only 42% of 


the benefits to the people that it 


purports to serve, a system that 
results in o verwhelming 
congestion in our civil courts, is 
a system that desperately needs 
overhauling, according to 
Ketchum. 

In Los Angeles county alone, 
86% of the civil court backlog is 
tied up in automobile accident 
cases, and it takes three years, 


on the average, for these cases to | 


come to trial. This pattern is 
repeated in county after county 
throughout California, says 
Ketchum. 

Speaking to a group at Paso 
Robles Ketchum stated, “We 
must face the fact that powerful 
interests have no intention of 
allowing no-fault to come to 
fruition on a state or national 
basis. Trial lawyer groups fear a 
lessening of their earning 
power.” 

We must come to grips with 
the reality that insurance rates 
have risen 65% nationally in the 
last 10 years; judgements 
continue to increase; court 
calendars remain clogged; in 
many cases we have made a 
mockery of the right to a speedy 
trial. A system which promises 
to alleviate the crushing press of 
these burdens is a system worth 
trying, Ketchum says.

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Will Be Continued At Monache High 


PORTERVILLE — Modular 
scheduling and variable credit; 
two of the innovations started at 
Monache High school two years 
ago, will continue this year, 
according to E.R. Berryhill, 
principal. The modular 
scheduling, however, will not 
start for about four weeks. ~ 

Under the “‘Monache Plan”’ of 
modular scheduling students are 
required to attend certain classes 
each day and they also have 
some time each day which they 
schedule themselves to any of 
their teachers who are available 
at the time. They may also 
schedule themselves to the 
library or to the campus study 
center. 

This is not “free” time as the 
student must be under 
supervision at all times, Berryhill 
said. 

Advantages claimed for the 
“Monache Plan” for the student 
is that it gives him the 
opportunity to make decisions 
each day concerning his own 
education. It permits him to 
accept the responsibility for 
using his time to the best of his 
advantage and it permits the 
student to spend additional time 
in the classes where he needs 
help. 

With proper use of his time, a 
student can complete most of 
his homework at school, and the 
library is also available to all 
students during the school day. 

By starting with—a— regular 
schedule for a few weeks, 
students, especially freshmen,

can assess their class needs and 
thus can make better use of their 
unscheduled time, and teachers 
can make better judgments on 
who- needs to be in class during 
unscheduled time for extra help. 

Started also two years ago 
was variable credit. Instead of a 
student being awarded the 
standard five units each semester 
for each course successfully 
completed, he receives from one 
to 10 units, based on his 
achievement. 

This permits a student, who is 
having difficulty with a course, 
to proceed at a slower pace 
rather than fail or be forced to 
drop the subject, and also 
permits students to proceed at a 
faster pace and thus finish a 
course early, Berryhill says. 

Variable credit is used only in 
those classes where the teachers 
have individualized their 
instruction and also have the 
approval of the principal. 

Last year variable credit was 
offered in algebra, bookkeeping, 
clothing, shorthand, record 
keeping, and metal fabrication.

production of young. DFG 
Upland Game Coordinator 
Harold Harper called the 
prospects “the best in years.” 

Harper said that prime 
hunting opportunities should be 
found in the Imperial 
Valley-Colorado River ‘area, 
northeastern California, the 
western Sacramento valley, and 
San Joaquin valley areas in 
Fresno, Madera, Merced, Kern, 
Kings and Tulare counties. 

Other good bets are the 
coastal counties on Monterey, 
San Benito and San Luis Obispo 
as well as traditional local hot 
spots near water in other 
counties throughout the state, 
Harper says. 

Returns from the 
department’s game-take survey 
show that an estimated 
4,248 300 doves were bagged by 
242,600 hunters last year. 

White-winged doves may be 
taken only in Imperial, Riverside 
and San Bernardino counties. 
The bag and possession limit will 


' apply to the aggregate of species 


where white-wings are allowed. 

Excellent populations of 
white-winged doves have been 
observed by DFG field personnel 
in the Palo Verde valley and 
along the Colorado river this 
year. 

With the opening of the dove 
season comes a reminder from 
the DFG to hunters of the 
dangers of shooting into 
orchards, vineyards and fields 
with bearing crops. 

Shooting on, above, or into 
posted lands is prohibited under 
sections of both the Fish and 
Game and the Penal codes.

results from age and use. 

“Almost a year ago advisory 
committee members, after 
months of study, decided that 
quality of education in the 
Porterville elementary system 
should be upgraded through 
improvement of physical 
facilities,” said R.L. Schafer, 
chairman of the Citzen’s 
committee. 

“We recommended a bond 
issue to accomplish this, and to 
also provide funds to replace 
buildings ‘that did not meet 
Field Act specifications 
regarding earthquake resistance, 
but the bond issue failed to 
carry by less than one 
percentage point. 

“Subsequently, the State of 
California made loan funds 
available for mandatory 
replacement of below-standard 
buildings. The Citizen’s 
committee recommended to 
school trustees that these state 
funds be utilized and at the 
same time voters be asked to 
approve an override tax to take 
care of the upgrading of 
serviceable buildings,’ Schafer 
explained. ~- 

T.hee-c o.m mittee 
recommendation was accepted 
by school trustees, who have 
taken steps to acquire a state 
loan for sub-standard buildings 
replacement,. and who set the 
September 19 tax override 
election date.
